When the 
idea was first taken up in January last 
few persons believed that it could he 
completed within the year. In spite, 
however, of serious delays in starting the 
more important structural work, the 
inclement and rainy weather, the exhibi- 
tion was opened at the appointed hour 
on July 10. 

Truly much has yet to be done to 
give proper effect to the outside ex- 
hibits, but it will not be long before the 
prounds are in thorough order, and visi- 
tors can view the varted program out- 
doors in comfort. 

The aim of the promoters was to 
make the exhibition international, but 
there is little evidence of much support 
from outside nations, and it is the more 
credit to Germany that she was able to 
furnish such an extensive display. 

The beautiful Festhalle is well filled 
with interesting exhibits. The famous 
balloon Preussen’ occupies the place of 
honor under the lofty central dome 
which it completely fills. This balloon 
holds the world’s record for the highest 
ascent, having on July 31, 1901, reached 
a height of over six miles.

have come from as far as Nova Scotia, 
but most of the letters are from small 
but hustling country towns and villages 
in Maine, New Hampshire and Vermont. 

“Come to our town,” they read, 
“where there is every advantage for 
carrying on shoe manufacturing and 
where labor troubles are unknown We 
will see that you have plenty of skilled 
labor and that every courtesy is ex- 
tended you.” 

There was a time when such offers 
would have been perused hastily and con- 
signed to the nearest waste basket. Now- 
adays manufacturers are giving them 
more serious consideration, Last win- 
ter’s strike, when sympathetic action on 
the part of several unions resulted in 
25.000 men and women being out of work 
and the shoe business in idleness, was a 
lesson to them, 

Concerns which have hundreds of 
thousands of dollars involved and who a 
few years ago expected to continue their 
business in Lynn are Known to be seri- 
ously considering offers to move out of 
town. It is their desire and purpose to 
remain until compelled to get out. The 
removal of these great manufacturing 
concerns from Lynn would be a great 
blow to the city, leaving vacant many 
-modern  eight-story brick buildings 
erected to keep the growing establish- 
ments in town.

Before the military, trades and civic 
parade started it was estimated that 
100,000 people walled the streets through 
Which it was to pass. The whole eastern 
part ot the state was represented in 
the crowds, the major part of the visitors 
coming from Lynn, Beverly, Swampscott.

ENGLAND TO CITE 
DEFENSE POLICY 


Program Will Be Presented 
at Conference With Colonial 
Delegates by War Official] 


and Admiralty. 


LONDON—A conference on the naval 
and military defense of the empire will 
be held soon at the foreign office because 
of New Zealand’s offer of a Dreadnought, 
and the general naval situation. 

Premier Asquith will open proceedings 
and welcome the delegates from the colo- 
nies. 

These include Colonel Foxton, repre- 
senting the Australian commonwealth; 
the premiers of New Zealand, Newfound- 
land, Cape Colony and Natal, Sir Freder- 
ick W. Borden, minister of militia and 
defense, and Louis P. Brodeur, minister 
of marine and_ fisheries, representing 
Canada, and General Smuts and General 
Botha, representing South Africa, to- 
gether with many expert advisers. 

No formal program has been prepared, 
but the war office and admiralty will 
present a definite proposal for a plan 
of imperial defense.

The fact that the best sellers are not | 
absolutely the best books when judged 
by the “long results of time” is no}! 
indication that they are not good books. |

Springfield Establishes Telephone Operators School; . 
still Another One Will Be Started Soon in Worcester 


Idea That Has Proved Popu- 
lar Originated in Boston, 
Where First Institution 
Was Opened. 


ONLY ALL 


SCHOOL for telephone operators 

has just been established in Spring. 
field, Mass., to supply a great demand 
caused by a sudden increase in the 
amount of telephone traffic in that dis- 
trict. Another school is to be started in 
the near future in Worcester, Mass. This 
will be the fourth institution of the kind 
in New England, the original school being 
in Boston and the other located in Port- 
land, Me. 

These schools are operated by the New 
England Telephone and Telegraph Com- 
pany for the purpose of supplying its 
constant demand for trained operators. 
At the Boston school there are on an 
average 75 to 100 pupils. The course 
covers four wecks’ instruction, a class of 
about 25 entering the school each week. 
In the school there are 16 instructors. 


The standard of intelligence for tele- 
phone operating is high. The applicants 
are thoroughly sifted and, according to 
accurate calculations only about 30 per 
cent of those who apply are accepted. 
Weekly examinations are held during the 
school course; oral, written and at the 
switchboard. If a pupil is found defi- 
cient in all three tests she is dismissed, 
but if one of these examinations is satis- 
factory she is allowed to continue on pro- 
bation. About 75 per cent of those who 
are accepted as students graduate as 
operators. 

The terms for the course are most lib- 
eral. There is no fee for the instruction 
and $4 a week is allowed each student 
as Salary in anticipation of their future 
employment by the company. When 
graduated as operators they receive at 
first $5.50 a week for day work, or 14 
cents an hour for night work. This is 
raised periodically until a maximum og 
$10 a week or 17 cents an hour is 
reached. No operator receives more than 
this, but many are advanced to positions 
as supervisors, chief operators, clerks or 
monitors, before they have been in the 
service more than two years. 


In the pleasant rooms of the school 
in the telephone company’s branch build- 
ing at Oliver and High streets, a reporter 
of The Christian Science Monitor inter- 
viewed Miss Mary Harrington, principal 
of the school, who has been eminently 
successful as a teacher of telephone ope.

On entering the school the pupil is 
instructed in the rudiments of telephony 
according to organized and approved 
methods. Kegular text books are pro- 
vided from which the lessons are learned 
and recited,«and lectures are attended at 
which notes are taken for future study. 
How to take and answer a call in one’s 
own exchange, the phraseology to be 
used and other routine matters are thor- 
oughly learned before the pupil is al- 
lowed to t ke her place at the school 
switchboard. On the importance of this 
preliminary work Miss Harrington lays 
great stress. She always instructs a 
beginning class in the rudiments herself. 
The class room with model switchboard 
and explanatory charts is shown in one 


other shows the school operating switch- 
board in actual service. 

This switchboard is a duplicate of that 
seen in any “central” station, but all con- 
nections run to the desks of the various 
instructors.

By 
a comprehensive ticket system she keeps 
a complete record of each call and at- 
tends to the time taking which is ac- 
complished by an automatic clock operat- 
ing the stamp which marks the tickets. 
Prospective toll operators are allowed to 
have actual practise in the main exchange 
during their school course. Their work 
requires a degree of intelligence not al- 
ways found among the rank and file of 
telephone girls. Another prerequisite to 
efficient .operating in this department is 
a sound knowledge of geographical loca- 
tion. Should a call to a long distance 
point not be possible over the prescribed 
route, the operator must devise and se- 
cure communication to the desired point 
by a more roundabout path. The stu- 
dents who pursue the regular course be- 
come local operators.

In the Realms of Music 


DR. WULLNER ON HIS ART. 

Dr. Wullner, who attracted a great 
deal of attention during his American 
tour last season because of his great sue- 
cess in his original methods of singing, 


recently said to a representative of the 
New York Evening Post: 

“IT cannot regard the lied from a mere- 
ly musical point of view; it means more 
to me than an aria, a purely vocal piece 
A lied must-always seem like the expres- 
sioh of a profound soulful, personal feel- 
ing. The hearer must get the impression 
that the person who sings this or that 
song at this special moment sings it not 
because he wants to do so or wishes to 
please others, but because he must, be- 
cause he cannot do otherwise, but must 
express himself, must give vent to his 
feelings. That alone is to me true lyric 
art. Thus the mood (often also the con- 
tent) of every song becomes associated 
with some, actual occurrence in. the 
singer’s own life. In this way the lied 
becomes an improvisation; it is, as it 
were, born anew each time it is sung. To 
reach that result, to create the song over 
again, each time from within—that 
what I try to do. It is self-evident that 
in this procedure the tonal musical form 
must not be in the least neglected—for 
the form is here often the soul! : 

“This is the manner in which I have 
been endeavoring these last 13 or 14 
years to sing German lieder. At the be- 
ginning, I admit, I not seldom broke the 
form, which I realized later. But per- 
haps that also had to be as it was. To 
this day some of my opponents find my 
method of utterance ‘theatrical,’ nay, 
even ‘decadent’—I cannot judge that, of 
course. At any rate, I had not in the 
first years gained such control of vocal 
technic as I have now. I aimed only at 
expression, regardless of tone, and thus 
there was some basis to the report that 
I was a ‘singer without a voice’—one 
who ‘declaims and speaks’ rather than 
sings. This label will probably always 
cling to me more or less. But I must 
say that I have subjected the tone, too, 
from year to year to a more and more 
severe criticism, and have labored indus- 
triously to acquire technical facility in

HEAVY TRAFFIC 
EXPECTED SOON 


Railway Officials Are Taking 
Steps to Prevent a Shortage 
of Freight Cars by Reason 
of Increased Business. 


CHICAGO — Although there are at 
present 260,000 idle freight cars in the 
United States, Canada and Mexico, ac- 
cording to the reports of the American 
Railway: Association, traffic tonnage has 
been increasing 80 rapidly of late that 
railroad officials are taking steps to pre- 
vent possible car shortage this fall. 

Especially attention is being devoted 
to the coal trade. Remembering the coal 
famine of the winter of 1906-1907 in the 
Northwest. the Great Northern and 
Northern Pacific 1 ‘ailways urge dealers to 
lay in fuel supplies now before the fall 
crop movement begins. The following 
circular has been issued by the Great 
/vorthern Railway: 

“We desire to impress upon all @on- 
cerned the importance of placing orders 
for securing a movement of coal during 
the monthe of July and August, when 
railway equipment is available, in order 
to prevent a shortage of transportation 
facilities this fall. The indications point 
to an exceptionally heavy grain and 
other traffic movement, and_ shippers, 
Jealers and consumers of coal should 
give the subject of prompt placing of 
their coal orders and filling to full capac- 
ity available storage space careful con- 
sideration, as transportation facilities 
will doubtless be heavily taxed and car 
shortage created unless as much coal as 
possible is moved from the docks before 
the heavy fall business is upon us.”

is acceptable to all the other states. | 

The western senators—‘‘the senators from the ranges, as they 
are sometimes called—-run a great risk of losing their popularity at 
home by abandoning the duty on hides. They will be able to regain 
sone if not all of it, however, by the reductions that they have 
forced on manufactures from this raw material. 

The tariff situation, with this great obstacle to settlement out 
of the way, would now seem to be simple enough. And yet there 
is one more difficulty to be encountered and overcome. This is the 
House rule that forbids its conferees to go below the lowest rate 
fixed by the House. It is now proposed that the House adopt a 
fesolution giving the conferees original jurisdiction. This would 
enable them to fix any rate they might see fit, and the only objection 
to the arrangement would be that it delegates powers of which 
the House 1s very jealous to a committee, and practically surrenders, 
so far as the conference committee is concerned, all authority over 
the tariff rates. However, the situation is an extraordinary one 
and it demands extraordinary treatment. There will be little dis- 
position, we take it, on any side, to obstruct any legitimate method 
of bringing about an early report from the conference commiittee, 
an early enactment of the tariff law and an early adjournnient of 
the extra session. 

Isspecially does this seem reasonable when it is borne in mind 
that the remedy proposed here is practically the one that will lead 
to the end of the present process of tariff making. The delegation 
of authority by both houses to. a commission composed of trained 
and skilful men, thoroughly versed in the industrial requirements 
of the country and in the revenue needs of the government, who 
shall recommend changes in the tariff law to Congress, is exactly 
what all thoughtful Americans desire and are confidently looking for.

| the opposition of the newly assembled Co- 
lombian Congress to the tripartite treaty 
defining the relations between the United 
States, Colombia and Panama. Virtually, 
therefore, he had already resigned when he left the country, for he 
could have had no misgivings on the subject of the new deputies’ 
temper, seeing that he had spared no effort to secure a majority and 
that his personal as well as administrative influence on the greater 
part of the new Congress had been very considerable. The present 
Congress is manifestly the least adverse to the treaty that could be 
found, and in these circumstances Reyes’ departure from his country 
appears in the light of a flight, and his present status that of a volun- 
tary exile. 

The Colombians, on their part, must realize that if Reyes so 
completely identified himself with the treaty he must have had 
sufheient ground for his attitude. They must realize sooner or later 
that by persisting in their refusal to see things as they are, they are 
taking an untenable position. 

Colombia's relations with this country no less than with the 
republic of Panama must be clearly defined, and the ratification of 
the present or a simular treaty is not likely to suffer indefinite post- 
ponement. The policy of distant observation is out of date, as the 
deputies may gather from the categoric admonition that hag just 
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gone out from Washington in the direction of Panama.  <Article 7 
of the treaty of 1903 might at any time come into force 1f the latter 
republic showed continued inability to maintain order. Certain inei- 
dents and the attitude of the Panama government concerning them 
are considered sufficiently serious to warrant a solemn warning that 
Article 7 is not a dead letter; in other words, that intervention on 
the isthmus by the United States government is possible, if not yet 
probable. 

As far as Colombia is concerned, the matter serves to bring 
home the fact that the United States is really her next-door neighbor. 
In the recognition of this fact lies the means of placing aftairs on 
an up-to-date basis. 
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| PARIS and London recently had. the good 
T k fortune of a visit from the most prominent 
urKey Russian parliamentarians, a visit that 1s 
and the justly expected to produce lasting results. 

Hardly have these departed when eighteen 
Western influential Turkish delegates and members 

| of the Young Turk committee appear in the 
Powers | west, with the object of expressing the 
| gratitude of the Turkish people for English 
bs and French support during the July revolu- 

tion. There are few regions of the Ottoman empire not represented 
by the visitors, and their composition is quite noteworthy. It might 
be thought that the majority must be Turks, but that the Christians 
would also be conspicuous. Instead, there are but three European 
Turks and three Anatolians, reinforced by an Albanian and a Kurd, 
respectively. There are six Arab-speaking Moslems, one Syrian 
Christian, one Armenian, and two Jews. Neither Greeks nor Mace- 
donian Slavs are represented. ‘Their visit is announced to the 
London Balkan committee by a telegram from the Ottoman commit- 
tee of union and progress in return for the visit of the former to 
Constantinople and as a renewed expression of sincere friendship. 

To recall that visit of the Balkan committee at this time sounds 
almost anachrdnous. The wind has shifted twice since then and 
today England and France are very far from occupying the com- 
manding position they held in constitutional Turkey at the beginning 
of the year. The deputy from Damascus, Rukhdy: Bey, clearly 
placed on the two powers the responsibility for the radical change 
when, at a recent interview in Paris, he deplored the fact that so 
many Frenchmen and Englishmen had lost faith in the Young Turks 
and their policy. In fact, he went so far as to call the attitude of 
the two western powers the only jarring note in the present situation. 

Aside from the merits of the Young Turk policy or policies, it 
is palpable that under the present saber regime, English and French 
influence must yield to the military prestige of Germany and Austria. 
Germany has Gen. Mahmoud Shevket Pasha and Ferid Pasha, min- 
ister of the interior, entirely on her side, while the grand vizier, 
Hilmi Pasha, has been Austria’s friend since his activity as inspector- 
general in Macedonia. Since the arrival in Constantinople of Gen. 
v. d. Goltz Pasha, who will once more reorganize the Turkish 
army, the prestige of both Germany and the militarist regime has 
been notably enhanced. But this growing effacement of the Young 
Turk party by the militarists is beginning to tell in favor of a 
revival of English influence; the committee of union and progress 
is striving to reconstruct the ministry in a way that will restore 
their dominance, and in this struggle the recent diplomatic changes in 
Constantinople are expected to play a very significant part. 

It is now seen that the principal reason for the decline of 
english and French influence was the inability. of the former French 
and Russian ambassadors to adapt themselves to the new regime and 
to support the British ambassador,> who, on taking up his _ post, 
practically dominated the situation. By the appointment of M. 
Tcharykoff to the Russian post and of M. Bompard to the French 
post, both of whom are thoroughly identified with the international 
policy of the triple entente, adequate support is assured to Sir 
Gerard Lowther. And where diplomacy cannot reach, there the 
renovated Turkish fleet will tell on the side of the western powers. 
That fleet is the latest factor in the development of Turkey and it is 
conunanded by an Inglish admiral. 

If the army stands for Turkey mn Europe, the navy, manned by 
Anatolians from the Black sea, stands for the Asiatic Ottoman. 
And here is a new phase pointing new developments of an old 
problem of the Old World.

Of course, the rules governing the admission’and exclusion of 
immigrants at Ills island are the same precisely which prevail at 
all other immigrant stations in this country. The only difference is 
that J¢His island has to deal with the great body of newcomers. ‘Ihe 
impression prevails in some quarters, however, that the rules are less 
stringently enforced elsewhere.

| west of the Nile basin and north of Nigerta, 
this 1mmense territory had vet to be con- 
quered.) And conquered it was, camp by 
camp, city by city, in the course of a campaign wherein the romance 
was no less brilliant than the exploits of the proneers and solders 
of New France. 

The capture of Abeshr is the last of a trio. The first was 
Algiers, taken from the corsairs in 1830; it was the beginning 
of France's second colonial empire. The second, two generations 
later, was the taking of the famous commercial center of central 
North Africa, Timbuktoo, which had been shrouded im mystery 
for ages. Today this once inaccessible stronghold of the Tuaregs 
is reached from the Atlantic by a steamer service up the Senegal, 
a train connecting the Senegal with the Niger. and finally the 
river steamers on the majestic Niger. It has telegraph and _ tele- 
phone services and a project is under way of connecting it with 
Algiers by an overland telegraph line, the forerunner of the trans- 
saharian railroad. 

Abeshr, less tamed than either Algiers or Timbuktoo, in fact 
hardly known at all, is the capital of the Mohammedan sultanate 
of Wadai, a territory of vast importance for three distinct reasons. 
First, it is situated between the French Congo in the south, the 
Anglo-Egyptian Soudan in the east, Lake Chad in the west, and 
the Sahara in the north. It commands, theretore, all communication 
between these four areas and is a great center for trade and Moham- 
medan pilgrims. Second, its possession opens final and uninter- 
rupted communication between France's Congo territory in Central 
Africa, her Soudanese possessions, and her fair lands on the Mediter- 
ranean, Third, and, above all, the taking of Wadati signifies the 
severest blow that African Pan-Islamism has yet received. For 
Abeshr was for decades the bulwark of the celebrated Senouissi sect, 
whose aim is the restoration of Islam as the religion of the sword and 
whose missionary labors throughout Tripolitania, tlhe Sahara, and 
the Soudan had long been preparing the ground for a general rising 
of the African Moslem world against English and French rule, a 
rising into which Asia was to be drawn from the Bosphorus to the 
Philippines. '

{t will be seen that Illinois takes the lead, a place that lowa has 
held for several years. In 1907 and in 1908 Illinois produced a 
greater number of bushels than Iowa, and the increased acreage 
will no doubt enable her to hold the lead in this respect also. 

Taking nine of the leading corn states of the country, however, 
it is interesting to note the variation in yield per acre. Accord- 
ing to the report of the agricultural department, Illinois last year 
produced 31.6 bushels to the acre, lowa 31.7, Nebraska 25.0, 
Missouri 27.0, Texas 25.7, Kansas 22.0, Indiana 30.3, Ohio 
88.5 and Oklahoma 24.8. The total yield in the United States 
last vear was 2,668,655,000, an average of 26.2 bushels to the acre. 

‘Throughout the entire corn belt efforts are being put forth 
looking to the betterment of quality and the increase of yield, and 
these efforts are meeting with marked success. Already wonderful 
results have been achieved, and greater ones are anticipated. 

Not the least among the many points of interest that the corn 
crop presents is the fact that its value reached $1,616,145,000 last 
vear, and that it promises to go much higher this year. 
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MANy railroads in this country run their trains on the left 
track. It cost a great deal of money when this plan was adopted. 
The Lake Shore is now changing back at an expense of millions. 
Yet, the argument made in favor of the left track was that it 
enabled the engineer, from his place in the cab, to see the track ahead 
to the right.
